FELLOW CITIZENS: 

A retrospective survey of the educational 
interests of our town during the past year shows that the 
measures of improvement begun under the supervision of 
our former worthy Superintendent, have received a cordial 
support from his successor. New Outline Maps have been 
introduced into all the school-rooms, except one, that had 
not previously been supplied ; some districts have purchas- 
ed the entire set, while others have secured only those that 
seemed absolutely necessary. We consider the present 
system far from perfection, yet much thought is required 
for the full realization of a grander basis, as well as the 
hearty co-operation of all progressive advocates of learning. 

In many respects an Educational Board of amply qual- 
ified members, would give better results than the present 
system of a single Superintendent and twelve Prudential 
Committees. Since we have an Academy, a Grammar 
School would be of great advantage and profit to all 
pupils; it is hoped that this proposition will receive careful 
thought, and be realized at no distant time. 

A report of the schools separately, is given in the suc- 
ceeding pages, also the “Roll of Honor,” containing the 
names of those scholars who have been neither tardy nor 
absent during each term, from which sickness does not 
exclude a pupil’s name. 


GENEHRAL REMARES. 


The new series of text-books introduced less than two 
years ago by a special committee, have met with universal 
approval. The “Franklin Readers” have been used for a 
long time, and a new series would be advisable, since the 
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pupils would naturally be attracted by new subjects and 
gain more extensive information. ‘The other books in use 
seem adequate for the present wants, and it should be the 
care of all teachers to prevent derangement in studies by 
not allowing any others to be used, as it would require but 
a short time to reach a chaotic condition, if no attention 
was given to the subject. 

The Selectmen and Superintendent co-operating have 
taken advantage of the following clause in the General 
Statues, [Chap. 89, Section 13]: “The Superintending 
school committee and Selectmen in the several towns in 
the State are hereby authorized and empowered to pur- 
chase for the use of, their common schools so many copies 
of the map of New Hampshire as they may deem best, 
not exceeding one copy for each school, and the maps so 
purchased shall be paid for out of any money appropriat- 
ed for school purposes,” and have introduced nine State 
maps into nine districts for a commencement; the other 
school-rooms should be supplied early in another school 
year, and this should be one of the first duties of the next 
Superintendent. 

Many are familiar with the following laws of the State, 
yet their insertion seems warranted : 


“Any person, whether male or female, but in all other 
respects, except sex, qualified to vote in town affairs, may 
vote at any School-district meeting in the district in which 
such person has resided and had a home one month next 
preceding such meeting.” 

“School-districts having less than twelve to attend any 
term of school, may by vote at their annual or other legal 
meeting called for that purpose, authorize the Prudential 
Committee to provide for the attendance of pupils at the 
school of adjoining districts, the selection of such schools 
to be approved by the School Committee of the town, and 
in such cases the Prudential Committee is authorized to 
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appropriate an amount not exceeding ten per cent, as in 
section first provided, (‘For the conveyance to and from 
school, of pupils residing not less than one mile and a half 
from school’,) and to divide the remainder of the money 
appropriated for the term in the district, among the adjoin- 
ing districts, in proportion to the pupils by them received.” 


When students are provided with a good set of books, 
a certain innate pride is developed and a new era com- 
menced in the pupil’s life. Only several of our school- 
rooms have globes. ‘This important desideratum can be 
supplied at a very small expense, and the Prudential Com- 
mittee in those districts where the school-rooms are not 
supplied, should attend to the matter at the begining of 
the next school year. 


The more attractive the interior of a school-room is 
made, as well as the exterior, so much more enthusiasm 
is awakened among the pupils, and a healthier tone is 
manifested both in regard to God and their fellow-asso- 
ciates. Many of these improvements are inexpensive and 
a matter of concern to all parents. The character of both 
the future man and woman are developed, and in a great 
measure established in our primary schools; therefore let 
us all strive to enlarge their means for acquiring a most 
earnest desire for study at the commencement of their 
career. 


The universal attention given to declamations and com- 
positions is most commendable in our teachers. ‘The use 
of a small History of the U.S., in every school would be 
advisable. 


Since a fair number of the female voters assembled at 
the school meetings the past year, and proved themselves 
valuable co-operators in the selection of officers, their 
presence at all future meetings will be hailed with equal 
pleasure.

The 
large attendance of friends upon the several examinations 
shows the regard of the parents and others for the teacher, 
as well as their admiration for the marked progress of the 
pupils. 

The new State map has been added to the original thir- 
teen maps, and with many attractive features introduced 
by the teacher, the bare monotony of the room very much 
reheved. ‘he space devoted to the black-board is not 
adequate for so large a school, and the attention of the 
Prudential Commitee is called to this.
